It ia of sDpremo impoitanoe that the 
subject of KosponBible GoTernment 
ihould be thoroughly underBtood, ioas- 
mich as tho peoplo will, in a few weeks at 
most, be called upoa to decide whether 
or not they desire to have that form of 
Government inanguratod in this Colony 
simultaneonslj with its admiaBioa into 
the Dominion oi Canada. It would 
Beam to be a work of supererogation to 
undertake to prove that the people of 
British Columbia would be etndjing 
. their true interesla, as well as consult- 
'ing Ihoir own dignity and self-respect, in 
aeekiog to enter tke Dominion npon a 
political basis not inferior to that ot tho 
Provinoes with which tboy unite. It is 
• Boarooly credible that thero should bo 
^. found in the Colony thosi who would 
wish it to take a lower political stains 
than that oceupiod by the new uProv- 
i ince of Maaitoba. It is impOBsible to rea- 
lize that there are those amongst us who 
would prefer that the loo,al affairs of 
thWOolony Bhoald be adminiaterid by 
the nppolnleea of Ottawa, iostead of by 
the ohoWe of ' the' people. , And yet, 
inoredible as it may appear; we< find a 
New Westmlnstor' papeif pronoanoing 
distinctly against EesponBible Govern- 
ment ! When, however, the idioiyn- 
orasies of that paper, are borne in 
mind, the phano'miBnon.neiBi not oootts- 
ion much wonderment. It may be men- 
tioned, just as a matter of history, that 
twelve months ago the paper in question 
was equally pronounced upon the utter 
impracticability of the Canadian Pacific 
Kailway echerae, intimating in terms 
disagreeably plain that any man who 
would suggest the posaibility of such a 
railway as the result of Confederation 
was a little better than — well, than he 
ought to be. Nay, was it not equally 
prononnced.ia its dennnoiation of the 
whole scheme of Confederation f Now 
it yields to none even ot the most tried 
and uucompromisiDjc advocates of Con- 
federation and the E lil way ia its cn- 
thusiaam in portraying the obvious bene- 
fits of both. Ia trath the editor 
of -. the V' paper in . qaeetiOD may 
tie^regarded as chiefly remarkable' for 
what we may be permitttd to desig* 
Date as journaiiBtio oonTolutions — tho 
marvelous facility of adaptation to cir- 
cumstances — the astonisbing graee and 
agility with which ho can right-aboat- 
«^.faoe and wheel into the line of pnb- 
■ lie opinion at the eleventh hour. Thut 
it is by no roeans anroasonablo to hope 
that he will in doe time be found equally 
loud in singing pffina of praise of Rei- 
ponsible Government. iBat we mast 
hasten to the primary object ot the pre- 
sent article— that of pointing oat the 
utter untenableneBS of the objections 
raised by our up-river contemporary 
He Bays, To carry ont the system, there 
cannot be less than thirty members in 
the Lower House, and, say, twelve in 
the Upper Chamber. " and, hariug thus 
laid down tho baaia be proceeds to run 
np the 'bill of costs ' to $83,000, ai tke 
expense merely comprising the maeh- 
ieery of Logialation apperiaining solely 
to the Legislative Halls," and then 
oxultingly claims to have oonclasively 
demonstrated the utter impraotibility of 
,,tbe thing. It might bo asked, ' VVbat 
if it sAotiW require ibat number of mm 
and that amount of money to work out 
EespoDsible Government 7 Is British 
Columbia too poor to carry en self- 
GoTernment?' Bat what if hi»,,ba8iB be all 
wrong ? If with the powers of aelfrGoTi 
ernment the Colony shall have tke power 
to say what that Government shall 
cost, this whole theory sot up on 
the banks of the Krasor must 
cramble to dust. Why are thirty 
members iit - ; the,- ; Lower House 
and twelve niemben in the ITppor 
House a sine qua non to the carrying 
out of Eesponsiblo Government? For 
the matter of that, why is an Upper 
House necessary at all ? Ontario, the 
most important Province of tho Do 
minion, with a population rapidly ap- 
proaching two millions, has only one 
Chamber. Why should British Colum- 
bia have two? In the whole history of 
tho diacuflsion of Confederation in this 
colony this ia tho first time that a second 
Chamber has been suggested. And wo 
. hesitate notto^Ba]r/|bat a a|SOoiid.Ofaam. 
ber is .no mOre ' needed than a fifth 
wheel to a coach. As far as the nam- 
ber of members neosssary to constitute 
the local Legislature is oonoorned, it is 
purile to assort that • thero cannot be 
loss than thirty .» There can be only 
Xto; but we have no hpsitatioa in say- 
'|Dg that, in tho present oircumstances 
Ipf tho^oountry, twenty would bo ample 
tior all purposes. Then, as to the pay- 
ment of the members and heads of De« 
partmeuti and clerks, and all that sort 
of thing, did it not occur to our sapient 
contemperary that such expenses woald 
aocrne whether ire have liesponsiblo or 
IrrcBpoDBiblo Government ? The chief 
difforonco would be this: Under Re- 
BponBiblo Govoriimont tho people would 
have lull power to fix the oxpeusos high 
or low; whereas, under Irresponsible 
Government they would not posaeti 
that power. So that, when oarcontem- 

E}rary nsiorls that Hotronohnaent and 
osponsiblo Government aro incc/npati- 
blo, bo only proolaims his unfainiliarity 
with tho wholo subject. llcBnonBible 
Government is a principle which may 
N worked ont bj few or bj maD7,witb 



Ultle expense or with mach,Jaat as the 
people may will it. The allusion to 'hum- 
bug,' 'qnecki,' 'professional politloianB,' 
and all that sort of thing are searoely 
deserving of attention. Our contom- 
porary has acquired the habit of de- 
nouncing as 'professional politioiani' all 
who take the liberty of dissenting from 
his own views. It occuri to ni to ask 
' Who and what is the sditor of the 
Guardian ? Is he not a bungling ap- 
prentice in the profession ot politics ? 
Surely it ill becomes him to sneer at 
'professional politicians'! To oon* 
olude, the attempt of ear contemporary 
to demonstrate the inadaptability of 
the system of Besponsible Government 
to the wants and cireumitanoea of this 
eolony, as a Province of the Dominion, 
is, we must bo permitted to say, one of 
the weakest efforts It has ever been oar 
lot to witness.

Such is the title conferred npon the 
principal paper in Harjicr's Magazine 
for tho present month, Tbe paper is 
from the pen of tbe Bov Thomas Som- 
erville, late Minister of St Andrew's 
Church in thia sity. It will, therefore, 
possess peculiar interest to the balk of 
our readers, as well on aocoont' of the 
high estimation in which, its ^author is 
held h'ere as ' beoa'aiie' it treats : opon 
matters of-' Iddal interesti ' The paper 
is written ia' a ireah, piqaknt and !q*> 
tereiting style, and is illostrated with 
foarteeii engravings and flqme mapa, in- 
olading admirable views of 7ioteria, 
Nanaimo, Fort Townsepd, Seattle, 
Olympia, a lumbering aoane in Wash* 
ington Territory, an Indian cemetery 
the Indian school at Nanaimo, an la- 
dian camp at Cape Madge, togethe 
with a portrait of < The Duke of York' 
and his consort — illustrious Indians of 
these parts.., Th^^paptcjs . chiefly de 
voted, as its title would readily indibate 
to a description — and a vivid and able 
dCBcriptiou it is — of Fagot Sound and 
tho various places thereon borderini;, 
together with a passing glance at tho 
larger questions of fntuao empire and 
international concernment, erisipg there- 
oat. It may be proper to mention 
;hut tbe occasion of most ot these ob- 
servations was the cruise made in these 
waters a little mere than a year ago 
by tbe Hon W H Seward and his illus 
trioBs party, of which party the aitbor 
of tbe paper under review formed one, 
Glittering with flashes of wit abd flight* 
of himor, we mast regret that tho length 
of this interesting paper forbida its re 
production in extenso in our columDs, 
One or two brief extracts mast, there 
fore, sutBce; and for the rest we moat 
recommend the reader ^..feoorj?, if pos 
sible, a copy of harper for'Ssptem ber 
Keferring to the marvelous transition 
wronght by the westward course of em 
pire and by steam, tbe writer says : 

<It is only • few years ago sinea the 'Gnai 
Noithwcst' indicated thi Stktss of HinnesoU, 
Illinois, Miobigsn, and theSutta between New 
KagUad and the Kookj Moantalni. Siaas 
that time the ctj of gald has led thODsandi of 
oar popalatioa aeroaa tbe Roekj Monntains 
and the glistening ptaki of the Nevada range, 
to the snnnjr ilopei and verdant valleys of tho 
Pacific. Thriving oiliei have ariiea on the 
plains where roamed huge herds of buffalo 
The tegioDi where half'savage Indians reared 
cattle, and where the traders and trappers of 
the HadsonBay {leld almost uidlsputsd sway, 
are now organized , |ioitioDS of the republic, 
wlth{r^ogQt.E«d laws 'iiii proniiiag iaitlto- 
tio'ns, Oaltfornia is now a rich and settled 
State of the Union, with afature the greatassa 
of which we can only copjeolure. The river 
banks of Idabw and ifontana are dotted with 
camps of gold and ailrer miners — the hardj 
pioneers of • great and prosperous country, 
The broad prairies and the hoantifal valleys ol 
Oregon are filled with a sturdy race of agri« 
cultarlats ; tbe can eraap along the fastaesaes 
where the Indian could scarce Gad a trail ; and 
the Bleamers ply for nearly a thousand miles 
from the mouth of tbe Ooiambia — that Aehil 
lei of rivers. In Wasbingloa Territory, so 
long tbe debatable ground, and tka seane of 
Indian massacrai, the lumbermen are ealtlng 
their way into tbe old foresli ; and fleets af 
trading vessels are lying at anchor la its har- 
bors. Kay, far north, beyond where the Noatka 
aavnge strings bis shells, and the hardy Hydab 
shapes his canoe,' Alaska ia hoard knocking at 
tbo gala ot the republic, sesking entranoe 
where so many others have entered in.' 'West 
ward the stai of empire takes Ita way.' lUi 
noig is no longer in the far West. Mianeaota 
and Nebraska .::» only frontiei Slates on the 
way to tke 'true Northwest.' 

'The railway linking the far West to the far 
East was epenod in July last. The full eigni 
Hcance of that important announcemest c&i 
scarcely be estimated. Ii will ohanga the 
aspect of a great and prodaoliva taglon. Tbe 
lodiao already stands aghast al he ms tha 
line of cars— that greatesfof all giaat •madU 
cinos'— raltitng along tbe plains > wbera he 
bunted the buffalo, and withdraws to the 
northward. He hears in the whistle of tho 
engine tho deatb-knell of all his race. The 
trapper bears it, and hurriedly gathers np Ilia 
traps and little 'fixins,' and, with bis squaw 
and half-breed brood, retreats before tbo surg- 
ing flood of immigration. They hear, not afar 
ofl', 'the rash at waves whir9:80DnxihaUirell 
a human sea'— a sea that shsll sweep them 
before it. 

'These regions, of which many knew little, 
save by the tales that came fleatiag back of 
the axploili of Jed Smith and Kit Oarsen, the 
hardy plottaers $ o(;SklpMf ,Gfa3r,'.'W|se Irst 
breasted' tfili'breaksrs on the bar of tha Ooiam- 
bia I of Oaptain Bonneville, who raado his way 
to them by land; of Sutter, whe fouad a bank 
of gold in his mlllrace, — of old Dowaie, yelep- 
ed 'Unjor,' who always 'straek It' where he 
slept— these regions hara all been breaght 
near by the railway. Thouaands have left 
ihnlr homes in the East for a month's vacation 
and a trip to O&Iifornia during the laal snra> 
mer. Tbey have been to see as and gone 
away again, to toll of our snow'tipped moan* 
tains, and giant forests, and reeky gulches, 
with tha glitterin ^^old, and pleasant aorn- 
oovarad valleys an Tine«clad bills. To us In 
the West II seamed as If Naw Teik and Pklla% 
delphia and Obicago bal gone out 'on the 
tramp.'

Departure of the King ol Prussia for 
. i:.v .. th e Rhin e, ^ ^ H 

CorrcspondCEco Loudon Tlmci, 

BBaLiN, Aug 1. 
Wben leaving for tha seat of war the £m- 
peror Napblebo, aigniScantly enough, did 
not tbiok it'^'advisable to pass through the 
Btreeta ol bis loyal city of Paris, He had 
doubtless gocd reasons for this first piece ol 
strategy in the campaign. However martial 
an aspect the French capital may have 
borne during the last few weeks, there Ib a 
atrong party opposed to the war and the 
Emperor w.,s,i)ot «t all.certain of .tha reoap> 
tioo he would have in seltiag out for hia 
dangerous journey eastward. It was difftr- 
ent with the King ol Pruisis, Through a 
dense orowd of eothosiastia eabjects, through 
a continuous line of shooiiog, bowing and 
saluting well-wishers, v\''illiam I drove yes- 
terday afternoon from (be palace to tba Pots* 
dam station. With him went' the Qaeen, 
graoioosly responding to° the'^cb'eers of the 
public and unable to repress her teara at the 
thought of tba journoy her huabund was 
about to take. At tho terminus which was 
decorated with fiawera and ocoupiodbyan 
immense multitude, the King was rrceived 
by Moltke and Bismarck, bis Military and 
Diplomatio Premiers, As on several pre- 
ceding oceasioos of a similar nature, Ihe 
well-matched oonpla are his oompanions in 
the preieot (rip. It was a moving scone when 
the King embraced bis Qaetn, wben all 
voices wore hushed while the two were 
ebaking bands for tho last time and when 
tha hurrahs which had monentariiy ceased 
thundered lortb aeain directly bis Majesty 
had taken his scat io the carriage. Count 
Bismarck and General Moltke likewiae be 
came the heroes of a perfest ovation before 
they coold entsr the oar. Bepeatad 'Hocks' 
marked tho moment of dspartore. With 
ladies waving baudkerobiefs and muttering 
blcisiogs, with men presaiog forward to get 
a parting look at the King, lha train began 
to proceed slowly on its way. It carried the 
leaders of Prussia to the field whmeon bor 
destinies will be decided ; but it left behind 
n nation no less capable ol enduring re- 
verses if reverbSB are in store, than of oom- 
pelling tuooess if courage and ability oao 
iisure it. 

His Msjesly's parting Proclamation has 
been probably telegraphed to you. It is 
short, unpretending and truthful. It holda 
the enemy responiible for the horrors of 
war, announces tho determination of Ihe 
King and people to defend and aavo ibc 
country and grants a full pardon lor poliii- 
csl crimes. Though the nnmbar of persons 
sSeeted by this anaDe'sty is very small it bss 
produced a good iupressidb.'^ ' i

Whffl'e Ougiit lo^f/i^hl tat iBelgiUH^ 

From tlia London iipoctator, Aufj 6II1. 
The country has decided to defaud Belgiam, 
even if attacked by Praasia and France in 
combinatioo, and the coantry bas decided 
rightly. It has been guided mainly by an 
instinctive eeosa of its duty and ils intorest, 
by a feeling whioh it could no more analyze 
ibau a ploughman ouuld analyze tba reason 
why bis eye ahuta to keep out a glare ; but 
reasoD will only duupoo tbo resolve which 
insiiaot has sc^gested to be wise. One of 
the very few oasas has arisen in wbiob it is 
better for a great people to be beaten, and to 
endure the all but unendurable oonssquonces 
of defeat, thau to shrink from tho duty to be 
done. We do not lay quite so much atreea 
as some of oar statesmen probably will do 
upon tbo bare fact of tba guarantee we gave 
in '31 and repeated in '39, for '39 is a long 
while ago, and we have guaranteed many 
tbiagi in our history which, from efflaxion 
of lime, or ohanga'ol circumstances, or modi* 
Qoations io opinion, we should certainly 
make no eflort to socura ; but tho Treaty of 
England and Belgium is one whioh we are 
bound in honor to enforce. We not only 
mak.0 it in this generation, but we have been 
Informally renewing it ever since. There 
never has been a time witbio all those years 
when the English' Government, and Parlias 
niuat, and Press have not publicly asBumod, 
aa 000 of the fixed facts of politioi>, that 
Englaud would arm to preserve tha indepcn" 
donee of her little ally. Tho political oxig- 
t^nce of Uclgium has all that while been 
depaudeni npon a belief which we have 
oHioially and uon-ollicially encouraged, tha 
in the 000 dangerous contingoooy we sboul 
stand her Irisnd, — and that contingency has 
at last arisen. 'Weare'faca to face with our 
obligation , it is the very obligation we 
agreed to fulQi, and there ia no want of en- 
Iroaty from tbu weaker party that wo should 
)».-oceed to fulfil it. lialgium baa dono 
nothing to invalidate tho compact, has givan 
no provocation, has shirked no duty, bus exx 
cried every power she has to make our tai^k 
li,ihter, has,rei^ataed'froin firat to last what 
tve hoped sh'e wonid bedoroe — a free, pro- 
grossive, orderly litila Stale, no tempting to 
invaders bcoauso of lier Iroedom, her pro-< 
Krcsa, and ber proapority. Krery conceiva- 
ble ciroumatancs which oould make an 
agreement binding exists in the case of Bel- 
giam. Our contract was made with eyes 
open, it baa never bean rosoioded, formally 
or informally ; we posiess the power to fulfil 
it, and even il oar interests were mire ob-> 
<!auro, our duty would be manifest, and must 
ho performed. For thirty years tho indepoo- 
denco of Belgium bas made prosperity more 
possible in Britain, by diminishing Ihe insur- 
a'lce wo mnst otherwise have kep( np ; and 
to desert ber now ia to^rfoeir^ pre.niioms tor 
a generation, and tben'evade 00 'ialse pre- 
fences payment of tha money insured. As 
It happens, however, it is our intereat to pay 
With Antwerp in tba haadi of a groat mili- 
tary and navjl power, splendidly organized 
— prompt ond sudden eotarprises, and utterly 
unaorupulous — a power such as France 
would be if Napoj[eoa ^^pa.,^tbe tR)iioB— we 
shtidld not/ ibae'edi'^ba ' dooin'ed— for long 
bcloiu we are doomed we will try what the 
wurM can do against tbs uoited Anglo-Saxon 
race — hot we should be compelled by external 
danger to modify all intersal iastilulioos, to 
remodal oart .Ives into an army, to establish a 
a eooBoiiplioa, to double oa^^laxalion, to en* 
gage'snib'eai^er' personal ahziet^lp, every 
Uoatiaentifrmtrlgua wbioh tbraaleosa to sat 
Icosj cur most dangerons foe, Tbo pressure 
of Fracce upon our policy, our taxation, our 
iiie >jl advance, always severe, would be 
d ubied, and wo shonld be compelled to ease 
the burden by maintaining ouatly, anxious, 
and it might be most immoral, alliances. 
We sbottld be bound lo alliance with Qsr- 
mahy and pe .ce with America by fetters 
we dara not break ; should shiver whenever 
tbu Time' atiackod a Bonaparte, and go 
ihron h a panic whenever tha Foreign OOTiae 
of Paris sent ns a cold reply. Tba mare 
cost of suoh faitblessnsss in cash would, in a 
few years, ba greater than the cost ol 
fidt'Iity ; while Ihe coil in character, in iade- 
peudence, and in the best results ol onr in- 
su'arity would bo inoaloolable. Antwerp 
mnst not ba Froucb, even if this were all ; 
and this is nothing to the loss we should 
suiiain upon aaothor elds. Our historic po- 
sition would be gono. II wa abandon Bel- 
i^iuin, the oie European apot not our own 
wbiob the Continent expects ua to defend, 
we must recede from the Coaiinoot tor ever, 
oust retire from eu( place in the civilizsd 
fani.i.lyof,inaakTud, and either si ok into the 
position of a larger and more pauperized 
Llolland — a Holland full ol great estates and 
people with too little to est — or oonfinQ our- 
selves to tbo task of civilizing Asia; sink, 
as it ware, withoot willingness and without 
ennobling faith, from statesmen into miasion- 
aiiss. No one will trust as, for we shall 
have broken an obligatioa we aoknowledgtd 
b: causa it was inoonVeaiant' to fnlfil it. No 
ooa will fear us, for wa shall have eknlkeJ 
our duty out of sheer sowardice io the one 
caifa in whisb our inleres'a and our duty 
combine to make a demand upon our mao> 
bood. No one will like ns, for how is it pue - 
sible to like (he cordial friend whose t^ords 
aia sB,smpotb, and who is sore to ran away 7 
— and no one will respeot us, for wo shall be 
of those who aro weak, not from ;wanl of 
strength, but Irom foblonoos of heart. If over 
there was a State which bad reason to dread 
saeha poaiion, it ia ours. Already tho oon- 
Jitiona at existence here are becoming too 
hard. Already life ia beopmiog too gray, 
too arduous, too wanting in'poaee, and enjoy- 
ment, and imagiaative charm. Let ns but 
cease to ha England, let us forfeit our history 
abiiagate oar position, surrender that charm 
ol prestige by whioh we are still protected, 
wliidli (till makes us (ael outselvss a separate 
and mighty people, which still colors lives 
otherwise drab, and still soothes imaginations 
iWhfbb otberwise would be diseased from in- 
oessBDt contemplation of our social evila, and 
what is there 10 keep us here 1 Wbat for 
bids ua to transport ourselves, our wealth, oar 
energies, our traditions in no ever-inoroasiog 
stream to swell the recoarces of tha mighty 
and kindred paupla aoroas Ihe Atlaotio, — to 
repeat on a wider scale the Irish process, till 
there is loft uf EogUiid'.noiUpg'iiave an his- 
toric tradition, and an'tslana Germany may 
annex fjr tbo sako of its anbterranean 
wealth 7 Of all races undor heaven, ours 
is the ono which oao least sta&d up against 
the loss of self-renpoot. We arB proud of our 
rsspeotabillty. In there ouo of us wbo does 
not know the wretched, purposelsss, pulseless, 
degraded being an Koglishman is who bas losi 
it? We are proud of car soldiers; ask any 
old oOicsr wbat an liiDglisb reglmeat is likoi 
when it baa run away, ,,,^^*1jfj,prottd of our 
women— look at tha soulless drab who, for 
any ruasoii, bo it only misery or loss of oasto, 
lififl c' iscd to 1)8 proud of herself. We, of all 
n'.oo3 nil tho oarlh, ciuiuot dogcond. And If 
wo slcullt froiu tbo aido of liulgium now, whoii 
sho, Willi i\II lior paworloBsaoau, ia not skulking, 
wo shiUl Uoacoud «a uo moo ever Josconded, — 
in tbo fullness of strougth, voluntarily, and 
from plijreical fear. 

But are we able to do our duty 7 We are 
thirty milliona of Anglo-Saxons, as oloaely 



paekad aa any nrmy oil its maroh— po«se8«ed 
of every requisite for war In profusion— so rs- 
ptofluotive that wa are filing continents— so 
rich that our waste is a bywbr{i'Ia the world, 
and the loss of half our wealth.Vwoald proba- 
bly make as happier — so capable of organiza> 
tloB, though as a nation not organizad, tlmt 
•very undertaking w» attempt succeeds, iind 
that we rule ton limes our own numberj— willi 
a fleet In such ordor that wo havo time for any 
sxporimont or any eflort,— iind wo nsk if wo 
ara able. Ask the Yanlcoos if thoy would faco 
tho Oontinent rather tbaa aurrender tboir 
grsatneis, present and to como? What stops 
our making an army ozocpt ourselvea, or or- 
ganizing ourselves liko fforraans eiccpt our 
indolonoo, or fighting on our own system for a 
tine no other people coald endure, except our 
love of luxury and comfort? We can do 
what any nniion can do, more, If our history 
may be trusted, than any nation can dp : but 
we will not even press that argument. We 
can, at all events, be beaten, Instead of skulk- 
ing before defeat. Are there no occasions on 
whioh Itbshorss a njitibn to do Its duty witb- 
out fear, ana leisve the consequoncos iu tbo 
handa of tbe,Provldenoe it has oborod 7 

These are '.sitreine' views, we know, and we 
put them forward as oxtromo views, holding it 
sometimes good for a poople to look tbo woist 
full In tha faco; but practically, whul is it 
that in ilio worst event, tbo inviiaion of Helgluiu 
by a triumphant lionnpurtc, is demandud ol 
us? To sacrifice, say for two yenre, our aur- 
plus weaUb— our saviiiga— and givo up to 
aUughtor as many citi/.ona as wo now yearly 
giro up to omignition. That is the whole of 
tho demand, proasod liomo iai Us most brutal 
form; and wo contend U is a smaller demand 
than tlmt whioh is made upon ua by thoae 
wbo bid us retreat,. a Ip^s'-Ieasiga^Ifbat whioh 
would lollow "the 'loss of our" self-respoct. 
Thoro is never any lack of toon among ub 
when acliva work ia to ba done; the single 
necessity is money. Two millions moro° n 
year will ka»p our navy in posaossion of tlio 
seas, twenty will keep at any point of the 
Oontinsntan army ol 80,000 men perpetually 
renewed. Is tkore oiiy tJtate In Europe whioh 
for live years would maintain unezhauatsd a 
war against that foroa?
